V. A Letter from *Dr William Oliver, $>hyfichn and 
Fellow of the <%oyal Society, to Mr James Petiver, 
F. #^ 6\ concerning the Jefuics Birk. 

SIR, 
pEru Bark, comes From 3 Tree about the bignefs of a 
* Plumb Tree, with Lmwj like Ivy, but not quite fo big, 
and are always green. The Indians call it g&erango. Tis 
gathered in Autumn, and the Rind taken off all rounds as 
well from the Trunk as Boughs, which grows again in four 
Months, z%Cqrk does : The Trunk is about the Bignefs of a 
Mans Thigh: It bears a fw/zf not unlike &Cheftmtt (except 
its outer Rind or Shell) which is properly call cl China China, 
and is efreem'd by the Natives beyond the tf*r£ taken from 
the Trunk or Boughs, This Account I received from ani«- 
genious Apothecary at Cadiz, in Spain, A. D. 1694. who had 
lived in Peru, and feen it growing, and gathered it fevernl 
times : From this Hifiory I made this Ohfervation, that pro- 
bably <3i»a China, or the Rind ot the Fruit, was firft only 
in life, and the more powerful Medicine, ufed in (mailer 
quantities, and that the Bark of the Tree came not into 
play till forne time after 5 when the Vertties of it, known 
"m Europe, occafioned a greater demand for it, whether 
this be a juft Obfervation or no, I fubmit to 'your better 

Judgment. 
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
